Tom Elltoft is a gradu¬ 
ate of Parliament Oak who 
moved from Toronto back 
to Niagara-on-the-Lake to 
open a real estate busi- 

His goal when address¬ 
ing the trustees on behalf 
of CARE (Citizens for 
Responsible and 

Accountable Education) at 
last Tuesday’s meeting was 
to show that both the Old 
Town and Virgil are expe¬ 
riencing population 
growth, and that keeping 
Parliament Oak open is 
the best use of taxpayers’ 
money. 

"Although the DSBN in 
almost all jurisdictions is 
facing declining elemen¬ 
tary populations, it’s criti¬ 
cal we recognize a growth 
pocket when it exists-we 


must ensure we treat each 
jurisdiction based on its 
reality, not on board or 
provincial averages,” said 
Elltoft. 

He cited Ministry of 
Health data showing an 
increase in births in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake of 
3% over the last 10 years to 
the previous 10 years, and 
the Canadian census 
showing an increase in 
children aged 0-14 in 
NOTL of 2.5% from the 
2006 to the 2011 census. 

He said the DSBN has 
lost 12% of its students in 
the review area to the 
Catholic system over the 
last 10 years, and with a 
flat enrolment number of 
about 1,000 elementary- 
school aged students in 
NOTL in the last decade, 
the Catholic school has 
experienced a gain of 

Although the board 
staff report shows DSBN 
gaining students from the 
Catholic system, this data 
includes transfers only, 
said Elltoft. 

“It does not include 
children entering school 
at Kindergarten,” he said, 


producing data that shows 
in the last decade the 
DSBN has lost more than 
80 students to the Catholic 

Looking at develop¬ 
ment, Elltoft said, most of 
the growth is in St. Davids 
and Glendale, but Old 
Town and Virgil are also 
seeing sizable growth. 

“If this growth, which 
has been restrained by 
sewer limitations, contin¬ 
ues at the rates of the last 
years we would expect 
almost 60 incremental ele¬ 
mentary students in 10 
years, and almost 120 in 20 

Housing prices seem to 
be an issue to board staff, 
usedasevidenceOld Town 
homes are not affordable 
to young families, but in 
neighbourhoods such as 
Chautauqua and Garrison 
Village prices range 
between $280,000 and 
$480,000, Elltoft said. 

To dispute the assertion 
that homes in the Old 
Town are too costly for 
families, Elltoft said he 
canvassed one of the most 
expensive blocks of houses 
near the lake in the Old

$890,000. Within that one 
block, he found young 
families with a total of 
nine children. Five of them 
are already at Parliament 
Oak, and the others will be 
soon, he said. 

Young people with cor¬ 
porate jobs are moving to 
NOTL, he said-they can 
telecommute rather than 
sit at a desk in Toronto, 
and can afford some of the 
more expensive homes.

Simmonds had the task of 
showing trustees why 
Niagara-on-the-Lake 
needs all three of its neigh¬ 
bourhood schools.

“The development 
there wiU highly stress that 
school and boundary 
adjustments alone won’t 
fix it - but they can help 
solve the Crossroads and 
Parliament Oak utilization 
problems.” 

He also told trustees 
that it isn’t development 
alone that will support 
growth, it’s jobs as weU, 
citing the new RCMP 
building on York Rd., the 
EMS move to the Glendale 
area, and the new outlet 
mall, expected to bring 
more than 1500 jobs to 
NOTL. 

He also referenced the 
Watson report, published 
May 2010 to look at future 
enrolment in Niagara, that 
predicts 240 students at 
Parliament Oak by 2018. 

“Are these projections 
wrong?” he asked. 

“Or has the enrolment 
just not been realized yet 
due to the structural issues 
that have driven an enrol¬ 
ment decline at Parliament 
Oak, or maybe more 
appropriately an enrol- 


around NOTL in the last 
few years.” 

He also pointed out the 
DSBN prediction in 2010 
that enrolment in NOTL is 
growing, and said that the 
growth has already 
reached the half-way mark 
of their prediction in four 

Crossroads and St. 
Davids have exceeded 
their 10-year growth pro¬ 
jections less than five years 
later, he said. 

“I would venture to 
hypothesize this is because 
the model did not ade¬ 
quately take into account 
the development occur¬ 
ring in those catch¬ 
ments—a mistake we sin¬ 
cerely hope we will not let 
happen again with the 
current projections.” 

One additional source 
he referenced was a 2013 
report commissioned by 
the Niagara Catholic 
School Board, showing an 
increase in enrolment of 
8.6% over the next 12 

The recommendation 
in the Catholic board 
report for NOTL is to 
request funding from the 
Ministry of Education for 
an addition at St. Michael 
to absorb the expected 
growth, he said.

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‘Data junkie’ says flawed methodology produces wrong answer on enrolment

Robin Ridesic calls herself 
the'data junkie.' 

Her role in speaking to 
school board trustees last 
Htesday was to explain why 
the board staff methodology 
for determining enrolment 
projections is not producing 
the right answer, an issue that 
has been raised many times 
since the beginning of the 
accommodation review pro- 

And while the details— 
the apportionment rates 
which determine the percent¬ 
age of children bom in NOIL 
who will attend Parliament 
Oak four years later, and the 
retention rates, that deter¬ 
mine the percentage of each 
grade that progresses on to 


the following grade—may 
seem complicated, the rea¬ 
son why they are flawed, as 
explained by Ridesic, is sim¬ 
ple. 

Generally, she said, the 


sense - that approximately 
the same proportion of chil¬ 
dren bom in NOTL would 
end up at each school each 
year and those numbers 
would be a good predictor of 
the future. 

But at Parliament Oak, 
there was a “drastic swing” 
beginning in 2011, with rates 
that had previously ranged 
from 13% to 17% dropping to 
5%. 

What happened in 2011 
and the years since? 
Crossroads Public School 
opened, offering full-day kin¬ 
dergarten.

Crossroads opened, and a 
50% higher enrolment at 
Parliament Oak than the 
DSBN is forecasting, she 
said. 

While Ridesic agreed that 
forecasting based on three 
years of historic evidence "is 
what all the school boards 
do,” good forecasting allows 
for “manual overriding of 
known anomalies - if that 
doesn’t happen an inaccurate 
answer is produced,” she 


CARE members looked at 
10 different sources for data 
to project future enrolment, 
including the most recent 
census, the ministry of health 
birth rates, the town’s devel¬ 
opment projections, the 
DSBN projections feom 2010, 
and the Catholic school hoard 
projections from 2013, all 
projecting growth in school 
enrolment in NOTL. 

The DSBN’s projections 


from 2013/14 are the only 
numbers showing a decrease, 
and are based on the “known 
anomaly” that has produced 
incorrect information, said 

To make their decision to 
dose Parliament Oak based 
on those numbers, she told 
trustees, “would be a massive 
oversight that would be an 
incredible disservice to our 
kids, community and taxpay-

Heaskedforthepremier's 
assurance that the only 
school in the Old Town will 
remain open, and was disap¬ 
pointed, but not surprised, 
when Wynne handed the 
question off to Minister of 
Education Liz Sandals. 

Because the premier had 
met with Parliament Oak 
parents and seemed sympa¬ 
thetic to their cause, “I 
thought she would take 
responsibility for the issue,” 

The response from 
Sandals was also disappoint¬ 
ing, Gates said. "I found her 
answer condescending. She 


should be taking this seri¬ 
ously, not joking about it.” 

Sandals replied to his 
question with an explanation 
of the school closure process, 
which is a result of a declin¬ 
ing birth rate, she said, add¬ 
ing, "I can't do anything 
about that,” drawing laughter 
from other MPPs. “But the 
reality is we have more seats 
in our schools than we have 
children." 

She told Gates it's up to 
local school boards to decide 
which schools stay open and 
which close. 

But he continued to push, 
listing some of the reasons 
Parliament Oak Public 
School should stay open: stu¬ 


dents scored well above the 
provincial average for litera¬ 
cy and math; the school has 
attracted families to NOTL; 
the accommodation review 
committee recommends the 
school stay open; and the 
school board has invested 
$1.6M in renovations at the 
school since 2009. 

Given the students’ aca¬ 
demic success, he said, 
“Parliament Oak should be a 
model school for the Niagara 
region and the province. 

"Will the premier assure 
parents, families and the 
community in Niagara-on- 
the-Lake that Parliament Oak 
Public School will not 
close?” 


Sandals repeated that 
such decisions are up to local 
school boards, and suggested 
that Gates “make an inter¬ 
vention with the local trust- 

Following question peri¬ 
od, Gates said he will con¬ 
tinue to work with the par¬ 
ents of Parliament Oak to 
keep the issue front and cen¬ 
tre in the legislature, includ¬ 
ing asking for a provincial 
review if that becomes nec- 

“Really it’s the province 
that's responsible for educa¬ 
tion, so we have to keep put¬ 
ting pressure on the prov¬ 
ince,” he said. 

“Every situation is not the 


same. This isn’t the same as 
other school closures. I’m 
going to work as hard as I can 
for Parliament Oak, that’s for

NOTL issues are often over¬ 
shadowed by the larger and

It’s discouraging to hear 
Sandals passing the buck on 
education issues to local 
trustees, she says. 

“Despite the fact trustees 
are tasked by the minister to 
work with communities and 
build partnerships—as are 
the school boards them¬ 
selves—the minister has 
chosen to ignore many issues 
raised from communities 
across the province when 
school boards ignore her 
guidelines,” she said. 

“We are hopeful Wayne 
and the NDP will be able to 
remind the minister of her 
responsibilities to enforce 
the legislation she creates.”
